REMARKS 

As a preliminary matter, applicants request acknowledgment of the references 
cited in an IDS filed on July 17, 2003. A copy of the PTO-1449 form is enclosed. 

As another preliminary matter, applicants appreciate the allowance of claims 

28-32. 

Claim 17 has been amended to overcome the outstanding § 112 rejection. 
Withdrawal is respectfully requested. 

Claim 14 stands rejected under § 102 on the basis of Kim et al. ' 144. Claim 14 
has been amended to better define the invention over the cited reference. Applicants traverse 
this rejection because Kim et al. do not disclose (or suggest) the constituents units of the 
present invention, as now defined in amended claim 14. 

Examples of the constituent elements now defined in claim 14 are shown in 
Figs. 58-65, as described on page 56, etseq. of the specification. In the embodiment of Figs. 
58 and 59, constituent elements 30A and 32A are arranged on first and second lines, that 
overlap, as in Fig. 58, but the constituent elements are arranged alternately on the two 
substrates, as see in Fig. 59. This structure is not disclosed or suggested in Figs. 6A, 6B or 
Fig. 7 of Kim. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully 
requested. 
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For the foregoing reasons, applicants believe that this case is in condition for 
allowance, which is respectfully requested. The examiner should call applicants' attorney if 
an interview would expedite prosecution.
